m the hot weather of 1898, a party of four young 
men went down to Wardah, a splendid big-game dis¬ 
trict, some fifty miles from Kamptee. They were 
chiefly after bison and tiger, though nothing in the 
way of big game was despised. They had had very fine 
sport, eleven tigers, seven panthers, a couple of bison, 
and several bears and sambur, and other deer had 
fallen to their precision.

“Mecca" to which we Hud looked with longing eyes in 
the font! hope of some day making the pilgrimage that 
was now in its consummation. 

Every stream seemed to sparkle with dcui/.ens of the 
tinny kind, and the forests seemed made expressly for 
the gratification of our modern "Nimrods." 

We remained over night at Grand Traverse, and on 
the following morning boarded steamer for Elk Rapids, 
farther up the shore towards “Mackinac.” 

At Elk Rapids we made another change, this time to 
the bonnie little “Queen of the Lake,” which is a per¬ 
fect gem to the traveler, affording the most agreeable 
and comfortable menus of conveyance up the inland 
chain of beautiful Lakes which begin here and extend 
northward, parallel with Grand Travers Bay in a con¬ 
tinued series of links, how many miles I cannot tell. 

We passed through Elk River and Elk Lake into the 
“narrows," thence into Round Lake, and soon after 
emerged into the wiuding tortuous channel w hich con¬ 
nects Torch Lake to Round Lake, and which is known 
under the name of- Torch River. 

All along the route since leaving Elk Rapids we had 
been regaled with occasional shots at some stray duck 
or cautious loon which would allow us to come w ithin 
that vexatious range which is always so tantalizing, es¬ 
pecially when one is a little egotistical in regard to his 
skill. 

Every sportsmau will understand just how far that is 
—it is that distance which is d little too far to hit, and 
just far enough to miss. 

However, wc enjoyed the amusement and consoled 
ourselves with the humane reflection that wo could not 
have recovered our game even had we killed it. 

In Torch River all our fishing enthusiasm was at 
fever heat, for we could see great fish lying upon the 
bottom, or shooting like arrows through the clear crys¬ 
tal waters ns our boat approached them. 

About dark the final whistle was given which was to 
usher us into the village of Torch Lake, which lies on 
the west aide of the body of water of the same name at 
its extreme northern end. 

Our baggage was handed over to that very clever 
landlord, r j-ank Lewis, Esq , who was on hand ready 
to conduct us to his house, and we soon found our¬ 
selves safely quartered in cosy and commodious rooms 
good enough for unybody. 

At supper we found some of Cincinnati's celebrities, 
among whom were Hon. Milton Sayler and Hon. L. A. 
Harris, members of congress, and ex-Mayor, or re¬ 
spectively, who had just returned from a day’s sport on 
“ Intermediate Lake,” from which they returned well¬ 
laden with pickerel and bass. 

Our thoughts were all on trout, for as to pickerel and 
bass we could get them at any time nearer home at 
Kelley's Island, though we ure free to say the pleasure 
of capturing even them is not to be sneered at by any 
means. 

The second morning nftcr our arrival found us 
aboard the little “ Queen” again, and on our way to 
Rapid river, 18 miles south. 

This river empties into Torch river and is said to be 
one of the very best trout streams in Michigan. 

Down below we had our boat aDd tackle stowed 
away as well as our lunch, which to the ardent sports¬ 
man never fails to be properly appreciated and taken 
care of. 

Ia due time wc reached our destination, and leaving 
the “Queen," wc pulled up Rapid river in our trout 
boat about two miles; here we hauled it up onto an old 
log-way, and with rods in hand made the balance of 
our way about a mile afoot. 

We found the stream literally hemmed in with the 
densest foliage of cedar, tamarack and other branches, 
which hung down in a perfect hedge of uiniost impene¬ 
trable thickness; logs also were lying all along either 
shore, some overgrown with moss and wild grasses 
which reached down into the water, m iking a perfect 
shade and magnificent hiding place for the speckled 
beauties. 

We were not long in making our first cast, and 
scarcely had it touched the water before the splash 
and wriggle,which is dearer to the true sportsman than 
any prior or subsequent part of the proceedings, in¬ 
formed us that our game was captured. 

With what palpitating joy we brought our “Noble 
Festns” to the surface, and with what excess of pleas¬ 
ure we watched him in his rapid, gurney struggle to ht 
free as we gently but speedily directed him towards 
our basket. 

What music could compare with the drumming 
which that same basket echoed to as be hammered and 
threshed it from within. 

Ah, that was sport enough in itself to pay for the 
whole trip, but it did not end there; the stream was 
alive with them, and we fished and caught until our 
basket groaned, and we were satisfied then and not 
till'then, we relinquished our slaughter and with rapid 
steps retraced our way in time to meet our little 
“Queen” on her return. 

Wc made Torch lake our quarters for about ten days; 
perhaps some future letter may tell you of our hunt¬ 
ing excursion into the interior, and how Gilbert saw 
the bear, and, although specially armed for the “ var¬ 
mint" with double-barrelled shot-gun loaded to the ex¬ 
treme with “buck," still preferred a harmless pigeon 
as his first-choice, leaving the sweetness of the other 
massacre for later gratification; but enough.

The Races at Dixon. 

Dixon, III., Sept. 18. 

The week just closing has been a busy one in this lit¬ 
tle city, and though the races have been full of Interest, 
the receipts at the gates of the Driving Park Associa¬ 
tion have been anything but satisfactory. Indeed, the 
meeting, financially, has not been a success. The chief 
cause of this is that the Btate Fair at Ottawa has drawn 
thousands of people from this vicinity, the distance 
being only about fifty miles, and special trains hav¬ 
ingbeen run there daily daring the week. 

There is published here a weekly paper called the 


Sun, and a most disreputable Journal it seems to be. 
Just on the eve of a meeting of turfmen here this Sun 
not only refuses to shine and shed its holy light upon 
the ungodly patrons of the turf, but proceeds to ven¬ 
tilate its spleen upon the Association, and in everyway 
to damage and destroy tho influence of its members, 
and to belittle, belle and traduce everyone connected 
with it. Stories are fabricated and circulated thus 
when it is too late to contradict assertions, or to set the 
public right in regurd to false statements and show up 
the animus of the writer. This is all because the editor 
was ouce flogged by one of the Park Association; and 
he lias ever since been cursing the institution to spite 
an individual. Of course, every paper, even the mean¬ 
est, has some influence, and thus this sheet, which 
should have raised its voice to help this organization, 
has been trying to destroy it, and injuring the town in 
reputation throughout this part of the State. And all 
this after being paid hundreds of dollars for priutiug, 
and receiving a liberal amount of patronage which it 
never deserved. Truly, it is a dirty bird which fouls 
its own nest. 

i Notwithstanding this enmity, the Park is in n thriv¬ 
ing condition. The Association was organized in 1870, 
and its present officers are: 

Col. Henry F. Noble, President; E. B. Stiles, Vice- 
President; Ed. Sterling, Secretary, and ClarkS. Brown, 
Treasurer. 

The Directors are, F. K. Orvis, F. A. Truman, J. M. 
Patrick, and Chns. F. Emerson. 

With such men there will be no failure. They are 
all thoroughbreds, and full of the milk of human 
kindness. Their July meeting was not a success on ac¬ 
count of the heavy rains, but the members have footed 
up their losses, and paid them promptly. 1 find that 
the best citizens of all classes sympathize with the As¬ 
sociation, and are disposed hereafter to aid them sub¬ 
stantially, and withdraw patronage from their villKicrs 
and traducers. 

There has been a very good attendance of liorscs, 
though only eight races were competed for, while 
thirteen were on the programme, the entries not bciDg 
filled. 

The weather on Wednesday was cool and cloudy, and 
in the morning the track was not in good condition, but 
the wind chopped rouud to the west before noon, and 
at 2 r. m., the track wus all right, and the races began. 
I send full scores for the proper department of your 
paper. 

There is some fine stock in this vicinity, and promi¬ 
nent among breeders and owneiB is Mr. Win. Godfrey, 
who has about fifty tine bred colts, which I hope to see 
and speak of at length. He is also the owner of May 
Day, said to be the best marc in this pnrt of the State. 
She has made some very fast lime, and Mr. Godfrey 
was once ottered $10,000 for her, but with his charac¬ 
teristic promptness, he replied that that amount 
wouldn’t buy the hairs in her tail." There are a num¬ 
ber of tine horses in this vicinity, which 1 will refer to 
at some other lime. 

I met an old friend from Joliet here a day or two 
ago, who used to patronize the race-course as regular¬ 
ly as though he were a part and parcel of it. lie is a 
big, burly fellow, but a rough diamond. One night ho 
went to the stable of a neighbor, took a colt out, gave 
him a whirl twice round a half mile truck, timed him 
by moonlight, and the next day he took his own horse 
out und beat his neighbor out of 8100 on a bet. Then 
ho took the money and presented it to a poor family in 
the neighborhood. At another time, as he was going 
down on the night express, when he saw in an adjoin¬ 
ing seat a tired mother with her little child. The 
baby's eyes were winking and blinking, and Jim made 
a pillow of his overcoat und got the little one to lie 
down. As she did so, she murmured, “ Now I lay me 
down to sleep," and then dropped off into the arms of 
Morpheus, with the balance of her little prayer unsaid. 
Then Jim rode ten miles past his station and came 
back on a freight, rather than disturb the wee one’s 
slumbers. He was itwhole-souled fellow, and always 
used to say that life was too short for a fellow to be 
mean. 

The Nachusa House here is one of the best hotels in 
this section, and has been full of guests during the 
past week. Major John T. Cheney is the proprietor, a 
whole-souled and popular gentleman. 

L. V. H. Crosby, the artist and musician, is also 
here, and a fixture of Dixon. Ills studio contains some 
tine paintings of prominent citizens of the west, and 
his work all shows the marks of a truly artistic hand.

The Upper Rio Urande. 

THE MOST PERFECT PALISADES IN THE WORLD—SNATCH¬ 
ING TROUT EIGHTEEN INCHES LONG. 

Porbups you would like to know what has become of 
the large and respectable party of Puebloitcs which, 
about the second week of the floods, early in July, left 
the Arkansas valley and got themselves into the hill 
country of the San Luis valley. 

Welt, this same party, being of those early residents 
of Pueblo who every summor used to spend a lew weeks 
camping about “ Munitou,” when it was the plain soda 
springs, and who, of late years, have seen no pleasure 
in the fashionable junketing of Colorado's Saratoga— 
called “ Manitou” Because the great spirits drunk there 
daily at Numi't bar—concluded to seek some new and 
sylvan spot where they might renew not only health, 
but old time associations, undisturbed by the ostenta¬ 
tious arrivals of distinguished dead-heads and illustri¬ 
ous nobodies i and so here ure the wandering babes in 
the wood, camped at the famous springs of Wagon 
Wheel Gap. i will describe the locality very briefly. 
The Rio Grande at the gap leaves a wide valley of 
about six miles long, and enters a canon which it flows 
through for three or four miles. The walls of thft 


canon on the north side of tho river are of reddish bnsal- 
tic lava, whloh rise perpendicularly to the height of 
two thousand feet, with the whole facade corrugated 
with projecting columns and shadowy niches three 
times loftier than the pyramids. They are the most 
perfect palisades in tho world—twice aB high as those 
on the Hudson, and as symmetrical as the celebrated 
rocks of “Fingal’s cave," in Staft'a. The summit 6f 
these cliffs ia a verdant mesa, crowned with luxuriant 
grass and clusters of fine forest. A well graded wagon 
road leads along the water's edge on either side of the 
river, the fallen rocks and debris at the foot of the 
cliffs allowing room for passage, and In many places 
spreading out into beautiful little meadows. The gap 
proper is at the upper end of the canon, and takes its 
unpoetical name from the circumstance that a pioneer 
in attempting to get up through to the mines with it 
wagon, before there was any road graded, broke down, 
and bad to improvise a cart of part of the wagon, 
leaving two wheels lying in the gup, and as miners 
going over the trail saw, for nearly six years afterwards, 
these wheels by tho roadside, they naturally came to 
speak of the gap as the wagon wheels, and soon the 
name “Wagon Wheel Gup" became fixed in the charac¬ 
teristic nomenclature of Rocky Mountain geography. 
Just below the gap, on the south, enters a stream—Gap 
creek—through au open valley three or four miles long, 
and in this valley on the bank of the creek, about one 
mile from tho Rio Grande, are the famous hot sulphur 
and soda springs. 

The sulphur springs boil up in a circular pool in the 
midst of a low grassy meadow, with a temperature of 
135°, and within two feet of the edge of this scalding 
hot pool, is a spring of cold sulphur water. A short 
distance from the sulphur springs is a hot soda spring 
with a temperature of 122°, und the cffervesence is 
twice as great as the springs at Manitou and Canon 
city. The water from the hot sulphur spring is con¬ 
ducted into well fitted bath-houses, where it is cooled 
suitable for bathing. One large swimming tank occu¬ 
pies a whole building, and there “ the boys" go to soak 
and frolic. The scenery here is the most beautiful I 
have ever seen in the Rocky Mountains. Forest- 
covered mountains, and sloping hills covered with gl ass 
tall and thick enough to mow; flowers everywhere like 
a garden, and the towering palisades in full view, un¬ 
der whose dutk shadows rolls and leups the Rio 
Grande—the most beautiful river west of the Connecti¬ 
cut. 

There are fifteen or twenty families here, comprising 
those of Judge Bradford, George M. Chiicott, Wilbur 
F. Stone, Charley Peck, James N. Carlisle, Harry Pick- 
urd, J. Edmondson, William Carlisle, all of Pueblo; 
and Mr. Terry, and Mr. Hubbard, of Trindad; together 
with Hon. Josiab Copley, the venerable ex-editor of 
the Pittsburgh Gazelle. 

They are the healthiest collection of invalids that 
ever rusticated at any medicinal springs. Mr. Copley, 
who is now in his seventy-second year, has renewed 
bis youth, and industriously writes a letter to some- 
eastern journal or magazine every day regularly. 

Judge Brae ford has got the best scald on him of any 
one, aud eats and eats, und —well, you ought to Bee him, 
that's all. 

Mrs. Peck, who could scarcely move band or foot 
when brought here, is now riding horseback and walk¬ 
ing all over the mountains, well and fat. All are cor¬ 
respondingly improved. 

And the trout! Why you wouldn't believe it if I 
should tell you the size und number that are caught 
every day. Charley Peck yesterday caught one hun¬ 
dred and three, and over hall of them were from one 
fool to eighteen inches in length. But the speckled 
tribe have now become so shy of a Pueblo man within 
five miles of here thut the only way we can eutrup 
them is to dress up like a miner and get on a mule anil 
ride along the trail towards the Sun Juan country for 
about three miles, und then ride up to the bunk and 
throw in u hook, casually like. Such appetites! 1 mean 
the Puebloites, not the fish. 

Everybody in this part of the territory bangs their 
hopes on Pueblo and the completion of the Pueblo and 
Arkansas Valley Railroad, and the extension of the 
Denver and Rio Grande over into this valley. T.

We have several nines composed 
of ten men; we have the “first nine,” who rides over 
the country free to all the games; have ull their ex¬ 
penses puid; get ull the smiles from the ladies, get nil 
the good things to cat; all the ice-water and lemonade 
on the ground, in fact, everything on the ground there 
is good. (I wish I wits a base-ballist). . 

Then we have a “ second nine” who sits around and 
waits for some of the “ first nine" to get crippled so as 
they can fill their places of enjoyment. They are also 
employed, that is, they are allowed to grunt for the 
first nine wheu the said members get in a close place. 

Then we have a “third nine" whose doty it is to get 
on the outside and cheer when any of ihe first nine 
makes a base or catches a "fly" or “foul," or snys any¬ 
thing smart. 

Then we have, the “ fat nine," which is composed of 
ull the big-bellied people in the district, and whose 
performances would almost make a dead man laugh. 
There are several other “ nines” that I have no uc 
quaintance, with as I am no base-ballist. I only asso¬ 
ciate with the aristocratic nineB. 

The Stars of first nine went to Fort Scott last Friday 
to “do up” the Mutuals of that place, which If they 
did, would entitle them to the claim of State cham¬ 
pionship. They went,-and as one of the boys Bald 
when the game was conytleted, “ We have met the 
enemy ana we are theirs." 

Score stood, Mutuals, 44; Stars, 28.

I suppose 
they will soon be here as thick as they were last win¬ 
ter, the opinion of many of the farmers to the contrary 
notwithstanding. This year there is plenty of grain, 
last year there was none, scarcely. 

I noticed on my last huut that more than one farmer 
who makes “such a fuss if they see a feller shoot a few 
chickens on their farms," had already commenced trap¬ 
ping for them in their Btubble. They threaten every 
sportsman with “the extent of the law" if they dare to 
cross their fence, thus proving that it is done through 
selfishness and not to preserve the lives of the chick¬ 
ens. 

Our fair will be held here the three last days in this 
month, and a shooting tournament is talked of; the diffi¬ 
culty, if any, will be to procure birds. • 

I see by the New York Herald, , of the 18th inst., that 
Payne and Bogurdus are likely to try each other again at 
the trap. If Mr. Payne gets beat at this I expect he 
wilt be satisfied, though the captain will be compelled 
to put in his best licks to get away with Payne. 

That Captain Bogardus is a Nj. 1 shot, that it is al¬ 
most impossible to beat him at the trap, that he is a 
good shot in the field, no one will deny, but that he is 
the best field shot in the world, I do deny; in fact, I 
believe there is a man in Linn county, Kansas, who 
would entertain Capt. Bogardus in the field. 

One advantage Bogardus bus, and inferring from Mr. 
Payne’s letter of the 10th of September, he generally 
uses. He has some money himself, besides many 
friends who have money, and also those who have 
heard marvelous accounts of his skill with the shot¬ 
gun, who would back him for any amount, and know¬ 
ing this be puts (be amounts so high that few men are 
willing to risk an untried man against him. My opin¬ 
ion is that there are many just as good shots in the field

If the captain 
would come out this way and offer such inducements 
he would probably be kept busy the whole hunting 
season, or at least us long as the shooters had a red 
lift. 

We have plenty of quails, and are waiting for the 
1st of October, when we expect to bag many a young 
fat Bob White.

Habits of Birds. 

It is a common mjBtakc to suppose that, because cer¬ 
tain birde do little or no harm in one district, they will 
conduct themselves in the same exemplary manner iu 
other parts of the country. 

At the time of the passing of the Sea Bird’s Act, 
writers lb the south used frequently to speak of the 
harmless character of the beautiful and graceful sea¬ 
gull: but if they had happened tohave come across him 
on a Highland moor, gorging himself with young 
grouse, dead lamb, or any other delicacy that he might 
meet with, I fancy they would have altered their opin¬ 
ion, especially if they had hired the shootings of the 
moor. It is sad to reflect, but I am ufruid it is true that 
we never regard the thief who steels from our neighbor 
us half such a bad fellow as he who puts his hand into 
our own pocket. 

1 have met with plenty of proofs of the damage done 
on the moors by the greater and lesser black-bucks, us 
well as by the common gull; but I always regard the 
herring gull us more of an enemy to the farmer than 
the game preserver, as I never observed one in the act 
of taking young game or eggs, or ever caught one in a 
vermin trap. . I have, however, now slightly altered my 
opiulon, as some tame ones which I have in u garden 
lately devoured an old water rail and Borne young hedge 
sparrows and blackbirds. They certainly had not the 
excuse of hunger, as they are kept well supplied with 
fish, bread and corn. From the voracious manner in 
which they siezed the young birds, I expect that a 
brood of grouse would disappear down their throats as 
speedily as they would before either of the black- 
backs. 

Although I have frequently seen it stated to the con¬ 
trary, I believe Richardson's skua to be a great destroy¬ 
er of the eggs. They seem to swallow the whole or 
greater part of the shell, which they afterwards throw 
up like the castings of an owl. I have found several of 
these balls of egg-shells on the moors on spots where I 
have seen the skuas resting. 

It used to be urged that the gulls were a help to fish¬ 
ermen by showing them where to shoot their nets. If 
they ever are of any slight assistance in that way, it is 
more than counteracted by the damage they cause after 
the nets are shot. 

I have been assured by the masters of fishing luggers 
that they are confident that they have lost sometimes as 
much as five lasts of herrings (a last is 10,000 fish) at 
one haul from the attacks of the gulls. 

When cruising in the North Sea I have myself often 
seen at least two or three thousand gulls (mostly lesser 
black-backs) gathered round the nets of one bout, hun¬ 
dreds of them taking bold of the net, and attempting to 
fly up in the air to shake out the fish, it is not, of 
course, so much the number they eat that causes the 
loss as the number they bite and shake out. One or 
two of the hands are sometimes sent in the small bout 
to drive them off, but when disturbed from one net 
they attack another. If the nets get into a mess from 
change of wind, or a couple of boats shooting over 
ODe another, the gulls have time to do much more dam¬ 
age. 

Towards the autumn, after spending the summer in¬ 
land on the moors and lochs, some of the greater black- 
bucks generally betuke themselves to the firths, where, 
as winter advances, they become a regular curse to the 
punt gunners, spoiling every shot by daylight. They 
get so used to feeding on the cripples, that ns soon as 
they make out a punt "setting” to birds, they com¬ 
mence flying round, screaming and dashing down 
among the fowl, and nearly always succeed in putting 
them up, quite regardless that the shot must be fired 
before they get their chance. Some years back I lost 
scores of shots, till I found a plan of preparing a few 
fowl’ for their special benefit, which I left floating 
on either a piece of ice or wood, or on some sand bank. 

Carrion and hurdle crows always come in for a good 
round of abuse, which is certainly well merited, but 
they are not a bit worse than their more powerful kins¬ 
man the faven, only his misdeeds are generally carried 
oat higher on the hills, and are consequently less no¬ 
ticed. I have more than once seen him in the act of 
stealing ptarmigan eggs, and on one occasion, three or 
four other nests being destroyed close at hand. I have 
no doubt but that the theft was committed by the same 
pair of birds, which were nestling at no great distance. 
Ptarmigan, dotterel, and golden plover are, I believe, 
the chief sufferers from their attacks, but of course the 
Victims vary with the district. 

I do not wish to accuse rooks of such general bad be¬ 
havior. but there is no denying that they will occasion¬ 
ally take eggs or young birds when they come in th’cir 
way. A person near Brighton lately attempted to rear 
Borne young larks by placing them in a cage und allow¬ 
ing the old bird to feed them, when a rook dragged one 
young bird through the bars of the cage and pulled the 
heads off the other two. The decapitated remains being 
thrown out in the field the rook soon returned and car¬ 
ried them off. _ _ _ 

Flight of Cnrrier>Pigeons. 

A writer in the Spectator says: " Pains have been 
taken to ascertain the rate of a pigeon's flight. The 
English dragon is a swifter bird than the Belgian. But 
he flies low and is of small, if any, intellect. I do not 
know whether the question is or can be settled. For 
long distances the Belgian fanciers had in the year 
1305, by induction of many instances, concluded that a 
pigeon could fly on an average 1,184 meters a minute, 
or 1,273 yards, but if such is the average, taken for 
distances extending diagonally over France, it must be 
evident that what a pigeon can do over 200 or 800 miles 
only must be considerably greater. Then, again, it is 
almost inconceivable that a pigeon starting from San 
Sebastian for liege, suppose, should be able to adhere 
to the true mathematical line of short distances. 
Whether In obedience to the currents of winds or in 


obedience to the landmarks he selects, he must follow, 
not a straight, but a broken line of some sort. Now, 
the computations made by the Belgian societies arc, as 
we know, invariably on the principle of taking the 
crow’s flight from corner to corner, and then dividing 
the number of miles by the number of hours between 
the time of departure and the time of arrival. The ex- 
uct distance between Dax and Liege is, I am told, 580 
miles as the crow flies, i. e., in the mathematical line 
on a true map. But a pigeon can scarcely follow the 
true mathematical line, and to accomplish 600 he may 
be supposed to fly 700, 800, or 1,000 miles, in broken 
lines, all tending more or less homeward. The pigeon 
which took the first prize of all Belgium, in 1871, be¬ 
longed to a Binall basket-maker, at Huy, near Liege. 
I remember holding the bird in my hand—a small, 
compact, black bird, as hard as a stone to the touch—I 
forget whether in his third or fourth year,- The bird 
was flown, in 1871, at Dax, in the Pyrenees, at five 
o’clock in the morning and arrived at Huy the same 
evening at Bix o'clock. Taking the distance as 600 
miles crow-flight, and dividing by the number of hours, 
13, this gives us the rate of 46 miles an hour for 13 
hours." 


Nesting of PRAntrE Warblers in New Hamp¬ 
shire. —"I obtained," says H. D. Minot in the Ameri¬ 
can Naturalist , "in Northern New Hampshire, at the 
latitude of Mount Washington (44|“), a m-st of the 
prairie wurbler, containing four eggs, which differ from 
all other specimens I have ever sccu. It is also a sum¬ 
mer resident there, though LyDn, Mass., in 42i latitude, 
has hitherto been generally accepted as the Northern 
limit at which this bird breeds." 


—Since the first instant, says the Germantown Tele¬ 
graph, when the law permitting persons to kill reed 
and rail birds went into effect, a number of non-resi¬ 
dents have been arrested in Camden, New Jersey, for 
killing said birds w ithout license, or without a permit 
from the West Jersey Game Protective Society. The 
penally for this is fifty dollars and costs. In order to 
save trouble persons should secure a permit before they 
attempt to gun for such birds. This is the statement 
from Cuiuaen, no doubt from the association itself. 
But we cun only say now what we said before in passing 
{ such a law for non-residents, that it is an outrage on 
j common rights uad we believe it to be unconstitutional. 


—The Pt ntuluna(Cid.).4rgu* says, “We ate informed 
; by S. M. Martin, w ho lives near Two-Rock, that he has 
i uu his place a great number of domesticated quail. 
For several years he has taken great pains to guard 
against shooting the birds, and they are now so tame 
that they feed and even roost with his chickens.

Artificial Fly Fishing.

The graceful art of lly-fishing is gaining fresh vota¬ 
ries every year. It is the progressive stage, or perhaps 
may he ranked us the collegiate course, following a 
proper direction iu the development of sportsman-like 
skill and industry in the art of angling. To take trout 
with artificial flics gives full play to the angler’s mental 
and physical capacities. The capture of the lordly 
salmon, considered the highest ranee of his skill, crowns 
his efforts with joyous exciteme’ . and satisfaction. 

As fish are getting less pi >u ful in the neighbor¬ 
hood of civilization they beeo.iK- more wary. The same 
tackle used with equal ski : 1 ; t was wont to entice 
them from their haunts i i ' die good old limes,” would 
bring but small return in these days of the railroad 
and telegraph, for it is well ltuown that trout if allowed 
a fair chance, free from poachers, nets, etc., keep up 
with our skill. A celebrated author upon angling 
writes thus upon this point: 

“ Nature has wisely ordained that as the fishermen 
become learned in their art the fish shall become 
learned also, and thus hickory und horsehair, gut and 
slcel, are robbed of a portion of their destructiveness, 
else long ere this fish would have become extinct." 

Fly-fishing is the least objectionable method of fish¬ 
ing on such waters as arc replenished by breeding 
artificially. The idea of thinning out the fish is no 
longer feared, while the fly-fishers skill will receive full 
reward. 

MAKING ARTIFICIAL FLIES, 

In making salmon flies feathers of gaudy colors are 
chiefly preferred for the wings. The body, according 
to fancy, may be made of silk floss, seal’s fur, mohair, 
or pig’s wool, with a variety of richly dyed cock’s 
hackle for legs. Great care is taken in the dyeing of 
the furs as well as in the brilliant color given to the 
hackle. Indeed, a salmon fly with a poorly dyed 
hackle is like a “flint without a spark.” Hence, the 
salmon fisher wants a brilliant color struck on bis 
hackles; he relics more on it to allure the fish than he 
docs on the gaudiest wings that can lie Imagined. Man}' 
of our lake flies resemble salmon flies and are no less 
gaudy; they are used very successfully in deep and 
dark waters, owing sometimes to the darkness over¬ 
head or to the color of the bottom, also on rough, 
windy days the gaudy fly is found to kill well on the 
principal lakes of New York and Maine. A de¬ 
scription of them is given in the handbook, including 
all the favorite flics for Scoodic lake and Grand laKc 
stream. 

The long, and well-established character of out- 
salmon flies for Canada and the Provinces we think 
our Salmon fishing friends appreciate mid fully en¬ 
dorse. 
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In the dressing of our brook and stream flies great 
care is taken In selecting the various feathers most 
suitable. We do not overlook our American birds 
many of which we have secured producing all the 
necessary plumage, and in color and mottle some 
indeed make a better imitation of the natural fly than 
the English feathers, so long and so familiarly recom- 

m Olathe first importance in the successful use of arti¬ 
ficial flies is the quality of the hooks. If this point Is 
not assured all else is but a snare to catch the angler, 
not the fish. The next requisite to a good hook is a 
strand of good silkworm gut that will not fray or snap 

off the first twitch the fish gives it. 

Following the artiBtic arrangement of the feathers It 
is necessary that all be firmly and securely tied even 
“ to resist the wear and tear of tide and time. Io 
fail here at some critical moment would destroy all the 
pleasure and profit. We particularly draw attention to 
these points in the construction of our flies. We make 
especial effort to arrive as near perfection as possible 
in finish, employing the best material suitable for the 
purpose. __ 

A Queer Fish.—A Californian states that Mr. Thomas 
Mason, tin express driver in San Francisco, says that 
while fishing off Powder House Point, recently, he 
caught a very strange fish, the name and nature of 
which were unknown to him. He was out in a boa£ 
with his son, a lad of thirteen years, and, utter fishing 
several hours, felt a powerful tug on bis line. He drew 
up quickly, and found a strange looking object attached 
to the hook. It was almost round, about the size of a 
frying pan, and covered with spines, giving it the ap¬ 
pearance of it hedgehog when enraged. Its mouth was 
like a frog's, its eyes large and of a yellowish color, 
while a tail a foot long, and barbed at the extremity 
added to the repulsiveness of its appearance. Mr. 
Mason however, found that it wus not only outwardly 
disagreeable, but, chancing to touch its tail as he drew 
it into the boat, received a shock that made him let go 
of the line in double-quick time. The fish accordingly 
went overboard, and was lost. 

Von vcity of the PICKEREL. —The rapid growth and 
extraordinary voracity of the pickerel arc well shown 
by Dr. Sturtevant in the report of the Massachusetts 
inlaud Fisheries Commissioners. The doctor investi¬ 
gated their powers of eating in the following manner: 
He put two young pickerel, five inches long, in a trough 
with a great quantity of little minnows about one inch 
in length; and these two pickerel ate 128 minnows the 
first day, 132 the second, and 150 the third, and they 
increased one inch in forty-eight hours! They were 
mere machines for the assimilation of other organisms, 
and may truly be termed the wolf of the waters

Oar London Letter. 

London, September 8. 

To The Field-.— In my last I gave an Idea of how 
the shooting of the partridge was roughly, to-day l can 
tell you very little more. It is tbe same old story tolci 
by the old glee: 

’Tt« the mldat of mild September, 

The hunter* moon’* begun; 

Throughout the wheaten etubble 
la heard tbe frequent gun. 

The gun has been as frequent this year as heretofore, 
but tbe dog, the true accompanlmeut of the genuine 
sportsman, has been decidedly intermittant. The mod¬ 
ern school of sportsmen are of the rapid type. They 
want express speed in everything. 

In the old days of the muzzle loader, dogs were very 
well they say, but now it is slow waiting for them to 
do their work, as one has the gun loaded and ready lor 
freBlt discharge as fast Dash or Ponio can down charge, 
ao having failed to bring Dash and Pontodown to their 
fast level they dispense with them altogether, prefer¬ 
ring to hire a lot of village louts to tramp across acre 
after acre to beat up the game, whilst our rapid sports¬ 
man squats on a stool behind a hedge or mantlet and 
blazes away at the birds as they fly past. This I call 
partridge slaughter; it is an occupation devoid of any 
sportsmanly element; it is depriving the body and 
mind of the exercise of the various faculties which 
alone raise shooting game above the level of the slaugh¬ 
ter house. What bodily exertion is there in sitting and 
smoking behind a mantlet, what meDtal powers are de¬ 
veloped by the hire of a row of beater* ? ‘ Oh ! you 
have an excuse, have you ?” “The stubble is so short. 
“Certainly it is shorter than some years back, but yet 
there are plenty of roots, and you have now the far- 
killing choke bore. Does it not kill?” Excuses there 
are in abundance; but the fact really is, that the young 
men of our day seem to desire to remove the body and 
what little mind there is as far apart as possible. 
These choke bores are not as satisfactory as was ex¬ 
pected. They kill entirely and render the bird unht 
for the table or they miss entirely. But they have a 
third evil in that they lead ambitious men to try im¬ 
possible shots, whereby many birds carry away just 
lead enough to kill them by slow and torturing degrees.

Genesis According to Indian Mythology.

The sun began to melt the snow the snow 
produced water; the water ran down the sides of the 
mountains, refreshed the trees, and made rivers. The 
Creator gathered the leaves that fell from the trees, 
blew upon them, and they became birds. He took a 
stick and broke it into pieces; of tbe small end he made 
Ashes, and of the middle of the stick he made animals, 
—the grizzly bear excepted, which he formed from the 
big end of hiB stick, appointing him to be master over 
all the others. Indeed, this animal was then so large 
strong, and cunning, that the Creator somewhat feared 
him and hollowed out Mount Shasta as a wigwam for 
himself, where lie might reside while on earth, in the 
most perfect security and comfort. So the smoke was 
soon to be seen curling up from the mountain, where 
the Great Spirit and his family lived, and still live, 
though their hearth-fire is alight no longer, now that 
the white man Is in the land. This was thousands of 
suowb Ago, and there came after thiB a late and severe 
spring time, in which a memorable.storm blew up from 
the Bea, shaking the huge lodge to its base. The Great 
Spirit commanded his daughter, little more than an in¬ 
fant, to go up and bid the wind to be still, cautioning 
her at the same time in his fatherly way, nor to pul her 
head out into the blast, but only to thrust out her little 
red arm, and make a sign before she delivered her 
message. The eager child hastened up to the hole in 
the roof, did as she was told, and then turned to de¬ 
scend- hut the Eve was too strong in her to leave with¬ 
out a look at the forbidden world outside and the 
rivers and the trees, at the far oceau and the great 
waves that the storm bad made as boary as the forests 
when the snow is on the firs. She stopped, she pul out 
her head to look ; instantly the storm took her by the 
long hair, and blew her down to the earth, down the 
mountain side, over the smooth ice and soft snow, down 
to the land of tbe grizzly bears. 

Now the grizzly bears were somewhat different then 
from what they are at present. In appearance they 
were much the same, it is true; but they walked then 
on their hind legs like men, and talked, and earned 
clubs, using the fore-limbs as men use their arms. 

There was a family of these grizzlies living at the 
foot of the mountain, at the place where the child was 
blown to. The fulher was reluming from hunting, 
with his club on his shoulder and a young elk in liis 
hand, when he saw the little shivering waif lying on the 
snow with her hair all tangled about her. The old griz¬ 
zly pitying and wondering at the strange forlorn crea¬ 
ture lifted it up, and carried it iu to his wife to see 
what should be done. She was too pitiful, and she fed 
it from her own breast, bringing it up as one of their 
family So the girl grew up, and tbe eldest son of the 
old Grizzly married her, and their offspring was nei¬ 
ther grizzly nor Great Spirit, but man.

So she called all the grizzlies 
together lo the new lodge, and sent the eldest grandson 
up on a cloud to the summit of Mount Shasta, to tel 
the father that his daughter yet lived. When the Great 
Spirit heard that, he was so glad that he immediately 
ran down the mountain*, on the south side, toward 
where he had been told his daughter was; andBuchwas 
the swiftness of his pace that the snow was melted here 
and there along his course, as it remains to this day. 
The grizzlies had prepared him an honorable reception, 
and as he approached his daughter's home, lie found 
them standing in thousands In two files, on either side 
of the door, with their clubs under their arms. Hehad 
never pictured his daughter as aught but the little child 
he had loved so long ago; but when he found that she 
was a mother, and that htxhad been betrayed into the 
creation of a new race, hislangor overcame him, and be 
scowled so terribly on the'Boor old grandmother Gnz- 
zlv that she died upon theispot. At thistail the bears 
set up a fearful howl, but the exasperated father, tak¬ 
ing his lost darling on his shoulder, turned to the armed 
host, and in his fury cureed them. Peace! he said. Be 
silent forever! Let no articulate word ever again pass 
your lips, neither stand any more upright; but use yout- 
hands as feet, and look downward until I come again! 
Then he drove them all out; he drove out also the new 
race of men, Bhut to the door of Little Mount Bhasla, 
and passed away to his mountain, carrying hts daugh¬ 
ter- and her or him no eyo has since seen. The griz¬ 
zlies never spoke again, nor stood up; save Indeed when 
fighting for their life, when the Great Spirit still per¬ 
mits them to stand as In the old time, and to use their 
fists like men. No Indian tracing his descent from the 
spirit mother and the grizzly, as heye described, will 
kill a grizzly bear; and if by any evil chance a grizzly 
kill a man in any place, that spot becomes memorable, 
and every one that passes casts a Btone there till a great 
pile Is thrown up.— Banoroft'a Native Racea.

Life’s Mission. 

To find out what each individual is best suited for is 
one of the great secrets of life, and not only a secret 
but a desideratum of inestimable value to every one. 
Some men go plodding through life year after year 
without ever finding out the occupation for which na¬ 
ture intended them, and thus they are as far from 
reaching that acme of success as when they first start¬ 
ed on life's mission. In a word, their life has been a 
failure—a sad mistake, with, in raoBt pases, nobody to 
blame but themselves, and we don’t know that it is 
hardly fair to attach any blame to them; certainly not 
in many cases. In some cases we do think that they 
are grossly to blame, For instance, many a man has 
insisted in putting himself forth as a preacher of the 
gospel when nature intended he should be a drawer of 
water and hewer of wood. Others have essayed to 
practice medicine when they would have been more at 
home in a distillery, while some would have the world 
believe that they are worthy disciples of Blackatone, 
when they are as deficient of what should constitute a 
lawyer as they are of tlie necessary ability and knowl¬ 
edge to fathom the intricacies of the science. Nature 
intended'them for some other pursuit which their vanity 
never allowed them to follow, and thus id many cases 
the world has lost a good mechanic and a poor wood- 
s&wer. This is the case in every grade of life. 

There are men to-day who are working at manual 
labor, who should be filling the places of professional 
men and nice vena, and this will continue to be the 
case for all time to come. Circumstances seem to have 
more to do in shaping a man’s deBtiny than anything 
else. Many an individual is debarred from pursuing 
the occupation of his choice, or for which he seems to 
have been best fitted, simply by the force of circum¬ 
stances. If this were not so the state of society would 
be entirely different from what it is at the present time. 
And then again, pride has been the ruin of many a 
man, and robbed the world of lights that would have 
shown forth in great brilliancy. This is one of the most 
serious drawbacks of the present day; our young men 
and women are altogether too much affected in this di¬ 
rection. Age seems to be the best cure, however, but 

it not unfrequently costs the patient a life of sorrow. 

A little pride iB a very good thing, but when it runs 
into vanity of the most serious kind it is very danger¬ 
ous, and should be guarded against at all hazard. 

Then again, there iB another class of people who con¬ 
sider themselves especially deputized to act as the 
guardians of the morals of all mankind. They are al¬ 
ways having something to say about things they know 
little or nothing about; they look after other people s 
affairs and neglect their own. They are entitled to the 
appellation of meddlers, and should so be dubbed. 
They certainly have mistaken their calling. They 
should be sent as missionaries to the Cannibal Islands 
with a strict injunction in case the Cannibalites did 
not serve them up for soup, never to return to the 
country agaim It iB to these anthropophagi that we 
especially commend them, for we are inclined to the 
opinion that they would be more useful to them than 
they are to us. 

In conclusion, we would firmly impress upon every 
young man the importance of learning what he is best 
suited for, and follow in that line as nearly as possible, 
unless It be a bad one, and then we would advise him 
to prepare to accompany our “moral guardians" to that 
land where human flesh is a luxury. This is the best 
way that he can serve his country.

Th» Ohio Inflationist*. 

As the election In Ohio draws nigh the political eye 
la turned In that direction. Politicians of both parlies 
are getting uneasy, as it is generally supposed that the 
contest is going to be very close. The issue is between 
rag money and specie, the democratic element being in 
favor of the former, and the Republican the latter. 
Old Bill Allen, as he is called, is putting forth every 
effort to ensure his re-election to the gubernatorial 
chair, his hobby being inflation. He takeB the ground 
that the prosperity of the country depends on the issu¬ 
ing of more greenbacks; that there is too little paper 
money now afloat to comply with the demands of busi¬ 
ness, and that the present stagnation in commercial 
circles is all owing to this want of “promises to pay.’> 
This may be sound doctrine to some, but to us it seems 
like sophistry. How business can be benefited by 
flooding the country with money that has no real stand¬ 
ard of value we are at a loss to see. What we want is 
something that we can rely on as being a proper repre¬ 
sentative of what it purports to be; and this cannot be 
paper so long as laws exist making it a legal tender for 
all debts save government customs. To-day a green¬ 
back dollar is not worth more than eighty-six cents, 
and to-morrow it may be worth even less than that. 
This being the case with the present amount of circula¬ 
tion, what would be the result if the volume was in¬ 
creased one-half or one-third more? Is it not plain to 
be seen that it would depreciate in a like proportion? 
What better off is a man with two one dollar bills in his 
pocket when they will buy but one dollar’s worth of 
goods? We fail to see, Gov. Allen and his followers to 
the contrary notwithstanding. This idea of filling 
every man's pocket with slips of papers with beautiful 
designs printed thereon, with the words “promises to 
pay” may be a very good dodge to catch the votes of 
the masses, but it will soon explode. The people may 
be misled for a time, but they will eventually learn to 
their sorrow that they have been made tbe dupes of 
scheming politicians. We would advise every man to I 
study this question for himself; he has only to refer to 
past history, not only in this country but to England 
and others, to see that inflation has proved a curse 
wherever it has been tried. We shall have more to say 
on this subject he reafter. _ 

Stallion Race.— We call special attention to the 
programme of the Mendota Driving Park Association, 
which will be found in this issue. It is their first an¬ 
nual stallion race, with #5,000 in premiums, and open 
to all stallions in the United States and Canadas. The 
meeting will be held on the 21st of October. The win¬ 
ner of the race will receive #1,600 in cash and a cham¬ 
pionship medal costing #600. This medal was manu¬ 
factured by Durand & Co., of New York, is three and 
a half inches in diameter, is nearly one-half inch thick, 
weighs nine and a half ounces, and made of solid gold, 
eighteen carats fine. The obverse represents a fac-sim- 
ile of the four-year-old horse Gov. Sprague to sulky, in 
full speed, in alto-relievo, surrounded by a wreath of 
laurel and oak in basso-relievo, the petals in the wreath 
being set with diamonds to the number of twenty-five. 
The reverse is left smooth for the inscription of the 
winner to be engraved thereon. The medal is a hand¬ 
some piece of workmanship, and is claimed to be the 
finest one of the kind ever gotten up in this country. 
It will probably have a goodly number of competitors 
from different parts of the country, as the meeting 
promises to be a very exciting one. 

Feats of natation are all the fashion among our cous¬ 
ins across the ocean. Boynton seems to have set the 
ball a rolling this season, for his trips «n cottume were 
followed by Webb a la nature. Webb’s success fair¬ 
ly aroused the enthusiasm of the English to the 
fever heat of hero worship, and swimming became 
“quite the thing." Old Beckwith took advantage of 
this rise in swimming stock, and advertised his daugh¬ 
ter (Just turned 14) to swim from London Bridge to 
Greenwich, for a bet of £80 to £40 against the young 
lady. The layer of the odds lost his money, and Miss 
Beckwith did the distance—about five miles—in 1 hour 
7 minutes and 46 seconds. A very good performance, 
indeed, as the best time, and that between crack swim¬ 
mers in 1870, was only a little more than three minutes 
under this time. The feat is not so great as it looks on 
paper, as a swift tide runs in the river, and to one go¬ 
ing with the tide it iB only a case of “holding up." We 
do not want to detract frdm Miss Beckwith's power 
of endurance in the least, but we think her father 

might have found other means of advertising his skill 

as an instructor. 

The game played on Thursday afternoon, at the 
grounds in this city, between the ,Chlcagos and Phll- 
adelphlas, resulted In a score of 0 to the former and 5 
to the latter. , 


The races at Quincy are being well attended, about 
10,000 persons being present on Wednesday. The 
race on Tuesday for horses that had never beat three 
minutes, was won by George Wolff's “Loafer," his best 
time being 2.40. Mulligan took the pacing race, his 
beet heat being made in 2.85. The three-quarter run¬ 
ning dash was won by “Tinney Hadley” in 24 seconds. 

On Wednesday “Iowa Maid" took tbe #600 in tbe 2.60 
class, in three straight heats in 2.87, 2.874 and 2.89. 
The #500 running purse was taken by J. A. Spangler’s 
“Jack Harkaway” in two straight heats, tbe fastest be¬ 
ing 1.414. This is within one-fourth of a second of the 
quickest time on record—Kadi’s. The three-year-old 
race was taken by 8. H. Jones’ “Bill Butler* in 1,48. 
The greatest event of the meeting will be Goldsmith 
Maid’s trot again st her best time, for a purse of #2,600. 

Sportsman's Meeting. —The President of the Mis¬ 
souri State Game Law Association, ex-Gov. Silas Wood- 
son, has issued a call for the annual meeting to take 
place at St. Louis, on the evening of the Olh of October, 
in the Mercantile Library building. We trust there 
will be a good representation from the different sports¬ 
men's clubs throughout the State, and in localities 
where no such organizations exist, an immediate eflorl 
should be made towards joining clubs, that this meet¬ 
ing may be as fully represented as possible. Every 
sportsman in that State should take an interest in this 
meeting, and see that his section is represented, even 
though he has to assume the responsibility of such rep¬ 
resentation. The establishment of proper game laws 
in every State is something that should receive more 
attention than he retofore. _ 

The rifle fever seems to be contagious, as we see 
that tbeBe organizations are being formed in almost 
every city of note throughout the country. Should we 
ever have another war (and we hope not) we will be 
well supplied with marksmen who will*be able to pick 
the officers off at from one to two mile ranges with sur¬ 
prising alacrity. We recently heard of a man who fired 
three shots with a Sharp’s rifle at the head of an or¬ 
dinary barrel, at a distance of two miles and a half, and 
hit it every time. 8ome of our English cousins on 
the other side of the “great deep" may be inclined to 
doubt this, but we don’t see any reason why they 
should be so incredulous, since we have given them 
ocular demonstration of some of our wonderful shoot- 
ing. 

The Eclipse.— There is to be an eclipse of the sun 
on the 29th of the present month which will afford one 
of the most beautiful Bights that has been witnessed 
by the present generation. It is what is called an an¬ 
nular total eclipse, the sun being entirely covered with 
the exception of an outer ring, which will emit just 
enough light to make the finest display of fire-works 
that mortal eye ever beheld, if we may believe what the 
astronomers tell ub.

suw a dog in the water but paid little attention toil. 
The pontl here is two miles wide. After rowing for 
several hundred yards, tbe girl who was piloting the 
boat saw that what they first thought to be a dog 
swimming in tbe water was a buck, which was coming 
directly towards them. Having a clumsy pair of oars, 
it was sometime before the boat could be turned, and 
then the deer had reached to within a few yards from 
them. The girls became greatly terrified, for the deer 
was fast gaining on them, and from the way it snorted 
and plunged, they were satisfied it meant mischief. 
While the oue rowed with all her might the other two 
paddled, thus somewhat increasing their speed; but 
the deer was slowly gaining on them, and knowing 
they could not reach the shore before being overtaken, 
they ceased rowing to prepare for the inevitable bat¬ 
tle. When the deer, snorting and plunging, had 
reached to within a.few feet of the boat, it stopped for 
a moment. Then it made a sudden plunge, and as its 
head struck the side of the boat the brave girls brought 
down their raised paddles upon it with such force as to 
drive it under water. The girls again raised their only 
weapons, nnd as the head rose to the surface they 
again brought their paddles to bear upon it with the 
same result. 

When the deer again raised from the water it seemed 
to realize that this was to be the death struggle, and its 
eyes gleamed like balls of fire. It made a lunge, and 
threw its forc-fect over the side of the boat, near the 
oar-locks. This nearly capsized the clumsy craft, and 
threw Maggie Jordan, the eldest of the three into the 
water, but as she fell she caught the edge of the boat, 
aud was hauled in by one of her companions. Then 
the heroine at the oars, as she felt the animal's breath 
in her face, raised the paddle and struck for her life, 
i and as the blow fell across tbe deer’s bead the blood 
started from its nostrils, and it sank helpless and seem¬ 
ingly dead, but really only stunned. The girls then 
started for the shore, leaving the deer struggling be¬ 
tween life and death in the water. Reaching the shore, 
the girls ran to a small cabin. Mr. Berger seized his 
rifie and went to the pond, where he found the wound¬ 
ed deer yet struggling in the water, a few rods from 
the shore. He rowed out to it, and seizing it by the 
antlers, cut its throat, and then towed the body to 
tlie 8liore. The deer was the largest ever killed in 
the neighborhood, weighing 227 pounds. 

Treatment for Bone Spavin. 

Firing for spavin is, as a rule, only employed when 
' the disease proves very obstinate, and lameness has 
repeatedly returned after treatment. In treatment at 
the commencement irritating applications should be 
avoided; if the inflammation is slight the constant use 
of cold water, which should be applied by means of a 
large syringe, is a very effective plan of treatment. 
When the heat and swelling have been reduced by this 
method, it will be necessary to decide what other course 
of treatment shall be adopted before the animal is again 
put to work. Soundness of action will most probably 
be restored by the cold water dressing, but it would 
not be fair to expect that improvement would be per¬ 
manent, as the parts would be exposed to the same in¬ 
fluences which, in the first ifistance, set up irritation. 
When sufficient time is allowed for the completion of 
the ossiftc deposit, permanent soundness may be re¬ 
stored, and it is, perhaps, true in many cases that the 
chief benefit of severe counter-irritation is the long 
rest which it necessitates. 

There can be no doubt that perfect and long con¬ 
tinued rest is a most important element in the treat¬ 
ment of lameness arising from bony deposits. It can¬ 
not be predicated whether the result of the treatment 
will be to cause an increase of dimlnuation in the size 
of the tumor, and the operator must be content if he 
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succeeds in getting rid of the diseased condition and 
restoring soundness. Different forms of counter-irma- 
tion are in favor with different practitioners; some em- 
ploy the red ointment of the Uiniqide of mercury (two 
parte to eight of lard), in most all cases, and generally 
with good results.
